FALSE ACCUSATIONS OF IMMORALITY. 

There has been an attempt to uccuse him 
of all manner of excesses of living during 
the last few years, all these stories being 
easily traced to English sources. I have in 
every way sought to verify wem. I have 
taiked with people who are on the most confi- 
dential terms wiih the Emperor and the peo- 
ple he knows and the same answer 
comes back from every quarter likely to 
know anything on.the subject—namely: that 
the Emperor, both before and since his 
marriage has led a hfe that might be copied 
to advantage by every man on and off Fifth 
avenue, that he is as happy a husband as any 
of us married men can hope to de, 
and that the serious nature of his work 
as well as the amount of it make 
stories of this kind ridiculous to those 
who know the severity of Hohenzollern dis- 
cipline. The characterof Kaiser William 
has been attacked so cruelly and venomously 
that the truth ought to be welcomed at last. 

As far as the assertions about the bad 
blood existing between the Emperor and his 
mother and her family are concerned, I can- 
not say much on the subject. But the Em- 
peror William 1s above ali a German and a 
soldier, and passionately devoted to the tra- 
ditions of his house and nation. This in itself 
may explain much that passes for his brutal- 
ity. It is no secret that the widow of the 
jate Emperor, an English woman, whose 
country people have been for many years 
hostile to Germany, has ever been busy 
telling Germans their defects and urging 
them to adopt English customs. No doubt 
she has had the best motives, but 
not even Mrs. veland could maintain her 
present popularity if she did little else be- 
sides criticising American ihstitutions and 
trying to make us copy some one else’s. The 
Emperor has shown marvelous tactin steer- 
ing his course without accident since the last 
iliness of his grandtather. I have it on un- 
questionable authority that when he reached 
San Remo at the time when his dying grand- 
father sent him for news of Emperor Freder- 
ick’s condition his mother sought to prevent 
his entering the bedroom of the royal pa- 
tient, dreading that he came witha view to 
assuming the regency. 

With reference to the powerful control 
which the young Emperor possesses over the 
business of his government it must be stated 
that William II. an unusually bright 
mind, a quick undehstanding, a fine sense of 
humor, and t spirits that come of 
good animal health. On the top of that he 
has had a thorough education of the most 
democratic sort, such a one as no American 
boy would probably submit to. His 
school life has been simple and se- 
vere. Everything has been done to make 
him despise idle luxury and to foster habits 
of work and study. On my way home to 
Berlin 1 talked with Dr. Hinspeter, the Em- 
peror’s devoted tutor. He is of the opinion 
that the young Kaiser owes much to the fact 
that he had four years of hard school life and 
strict. discipline elbow to elbow with the 
German schoolboy.

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| MR. YERKES AND HIS MEN. 


THEY ARE TRYING TO COME TO A 
SATISFACTORY AGREEMENT. 


A Probability that the Differences Between 
‘Employer and Employes Will Re Ami- 
cably Adjusted-— The Conductors and 
Drivers to Give the Matter Farther Con- 
sideration—Neither Mr. Coyne Nor Mr. 
Goodwin Thinks the Matter Will End 
Seriously. 

It may be that the next twenty-four hours 
will witness a strike of the conductors and 
drivers employed by the North Chicago 
Street Railway Company, but it is hoped 
that wiser counsels will prevail, as a strike 
at this season of the year would involve a 
good deal of suffering. 


ing for several months. The issue is shorter 
hours and increased pay. Before work was 
begun on the cable system the men had start- 
ed a movement for better pay. Mr. Yerkes 
declined at that time to entertain any such 
proposition, and persuaded the ttee to 
postpone their demands until the cable road 
was in successful operation. This suggestion 
was reluctantly accepted, and the men wait- 
ed for the completion of the cable system. 
Two months ago they concluded that they had 
waited long enough, and a committee called on 
Mr. Yerkes and urged their claims. He 
pleaded for more time. He toid the men that 
his time was all taken up with the vast work 
incident to the construction of the system, 
which was as yet but partially completed and 
not at all in successful operation. He asked 
their codperation, promising to give the sub- 
ject matter of their claims careful considera- 
tion as soon as he couid consistently do so. 
The committee insisted on something posi- 
tive. and the men claim that Mr. Yerkes at 
last promised to give them a final and proba- 
bly favorable answer in two months. 
NO CONCESSIONS MJ 

For the last ten days negotiations have 
been in progress between two committees 
from the North Chicago Railway Employés’ 
Association and Mr. Yerkes, assisted by 
members of his Board of Directors. These 
negotiations have resuited in nothing. The 
company declined to accede to the demands 
made by the men. 

A general mass-meeting of the men will be 
held tonight at North avenue and Larrabee 
street, at which a formal declaration of the 
strike will probably be made. There is a 
bare possibility that a truce may be arranged 
in the meantime, but this is a faint hope. 
The ultimatum formulated by the men has 
been rejected and ali negotiations suspended. 

About two weeks ago a special committee 
was appointed, consisting of man from each 
of the seven barns, This committee was in- 
structed to inform Mr. Yerkes that the 
“set-car’’ system of handling conductors 
and drivers must be abolished, and that in 
its place must be substituted the hour system 
of pay. Grip-car men were to receive 27 
cents an hour for not more than 
twelve or less than ten hours’ work, 
and horse-car men 21 cents for equal 
service. There ywere other grievances 
of minor importance. The committee had 
several interviews with Mr. Yerkes, but 
failed to bring him around to its views. He 
declined to consider any increase in pay. 
The result was reported to a largely attended 
meeting of the association. Many were in 
faver of an immediate strike, but more con- 
seryative counsels prevailed. The matter 


was then placed in the Executive Commit 
tee’s hands, w was instructed to make a 
final effort and — th a recommenda- 


tion. 
FINAL CONSULTATION. 

Chairman Truesdell and six members of the 
Executive Committee had a conference with 
Mr. Yerkes Tuesday afternoon. No progress 
was made, and it was agreed to hold another 
meeting yesterday afternoon. The date was 
subsequentiy changed to Saturday night. 
The meeting was held at the company’s of- 
fice, North Clark and Division streets, be- 
tween 10 and 12 o’clock. President Yerkes, 
Superintendent Thredy, and four mem- 
bers. of the Board of Directors were 
present. The question was argued at length. 
The company had but one proposition to 
make. It would consent to a rearrangement 
of the running time, by which the hours of 
work would be materially reduced. It was 
stipulated, however, that such reduction of 
hours should be accompanied by an equiva- 
lent reduction in wages. The committee 
stood firm for their terms. The conference 
ended at midnight, the comanttee leaving 
without making any promises. 

In spite of the apparent firmness of both 
sides, it is quite probable that some common 
basis of adjustment will be arrived at before 
a strike is seriously considered. 

THE THREE SIDES IN SYMPATHY. 

During this time an important meeting was 
being held at No. 99 West Randolph street. 
The Advisory Committees of the Street Rail- 
way Employés’ Associations from the tliree 
divisions of the city held a long Bes- 
sion, at which the issue was discussed. 
These committees were recently appoint- 
ed as the result of an arrangement 
by which it is expected a general feaeration 
of street car employés can be effected. The 
details of this federation are not yet perfect- 
ed, but the scheme is practically in working 
order. At last night’s session a resolution 
was passed indorsing the demand made by 
the North Side men. 

There is no doubt that the North and West 
Side men are acting in concert. Trouble on 
the North Side would not necessarily be fol- 
lowed by a like condition of affairs on the 
West Side. While there is little daager that 
the South Division men are in sympathy with 
the North Side men, they seem perfectly 
satisfied with their pay and the treatment 
received. : 

PRSSIDENT COYNE TALKS. 

Luke Coyne, President of the West Side 
organization of conductors and drivers, said 
last night that the body he represents would 
take no action until it had been officially in- 
formed of the course to be taxen by the 
North Side men. 

“Tf the North Side men strike do you think 
it likely that there will be a tie-up, aiso, on 
the West Side lines?“ 

“There is no doubt,” replied Mr. Coyne, 
“that the West Side organization will give 
the North Side conductors and drivers the 
fullest support possible. But I don’t think 
there will be any strike—not richt away, at 
least. Yerkes cannot afford to have a strike 
on his hands now at a time when he is com- 
mencing his West Side cable line.” 

“Do you consider the demand of the men 
just!“ 

“I do, by all means. They are not as ex- 
perienced asthe South@ide men, and they 
do not ask as much money for their work. 
I consider their demand a modest one, and 
one which Mr. Yerkes can have no good ex- 
cuse for not granting.” 

“ Will the South Side men chime in also in 
case of a strike?” 

“They will sympathize, naturally, but 

there is no connection between the systems 
In fact, it is hard to say what they will 
do.“ 
Mr. Coyne said that when one of the com- 
mittee reminded Mr. Yerkes that his men 
were asking for less than the South Side 
men received, the President replied :

AN ADVANCE IN THE PRICE OF BREAD. 


Retail Dealers Add an Extra Cent a Pound— 
A Talk with Mr. Grant. 

Many retail bread deaiers have raised the 
price one cent per loaf owing to the wheat 
squeeze and the consequent increase m the 
price of flour. The probabilities are that by 
today the price will be put up another 
notche A TRIBUNE reporter interviewed Mr. 
Grant of the Bremner Company as to what 
action, the wholesale dealers would take 
should the price of wheat continue to go up. 
He said: “There has been no increase by 
wholesale dealers yet, but if flour should con- 
tinue to advance we will have to meet the 
rise. However, I don't think the Bremner 
Company will take the first step.“ 

When told of the action of many retail 
dealers in increasing the price of bread 
one cent per loaf, he said: 1 am 
not surprised. The way flour is selling 
at present makes it impossible for them to 
sell bread at the figure it has been selling at. 
They are mecely doing the same as operators 
on Change. When wheat takes an upward 
tendency so does flour and so must bread. 
That’s all there's to it.” 

While there is no special union among re- 
tail bakers it appeared from interviews with 
a number of them in the West Division that 
bread, cake, etc., will keep increasing the 
same as flour. 


MISCREANTS WITH DYNAMITE BOMBS. 


Two of the Missiles Exploded in Front of 
a Post- Office.

The court finds that all the operations of 
the were carried on by these two in- 
stitutions, and that from the evidence they 
are controlled by a church, and are neces- 
sarily sectarian, and that the term tuition as 
here used and for which suit is brought 
means instruction.

THE CONFESSIONS OF A DECEIVED MUG- 
WUMP 


The lecture on Civil Service Reform, or 
Cleveland’s Broken Pledges, delivered be- 
fore the Union League Club of this city Sat- 
urday evening by Gen. Lucius B. Swift of 
Indianapolis, is an address deserving the 
widest publicity. It is more than its title 
implies—it is the confession of a deceived 
Western mugwump—the story of a man who, 
beguiled by Cievelana’s civil service reform 
pretensions and pledges, and believing that 

‘he and the Democratic spoils party could be 
depended on tocarry out civil service re- 
form, and that Blaine could notbe, headed 
the Indiana mugwump bolt, which cost 
Blaine 2,000 American Republican votes in 
that State—a disaffection which was 200 
strong in Indianapolis alone and as many 
more in Richmond of that State. 

The address is by far the best presentment 
of the Cleveland civil service reform fraud, 
from a mugwump standpoint, that has yet 
been made, and should be widely published, 
so that all mugwumps everywhere may see 
how they have been cheated. It should 
especially find a place in the columns of the 
New York Tunes and Post, of Harpers Weekly, 
of Puck, and the Boston Herald and Spring- 
field Republican, even if the Republican Na- 
tional Campaign Committee had to pay for 
its insertion there at so much a line. 

This clear and forceful paper of the de- 
ceived and indignant Hoosier shows that 


Cleveland’s course can be explained on two 


hypotheses alone. Either his reform pledges 
were hypocritical when made or they were 
sincere, buf he did not have the backbone to 
live up to them. Either he made pledges 
with no intention of keeping them, making 
them only to confidence men out of their 
votes and to secure support on false pre- 
tenses, or he had not the strength of mind 
or will power to withstand the pressure of 
spoils Congressmen of his party eager for 
places for the ward strikers who had se 
cured their nomination; and hence is not a 
person who can safely be trusted with the 
performance of duties which will expose him 
to temptations he cannot resist. 

There are, says Gen. Swift, 125,000 Federal 
officeholders receiving salaries amounting to 
$80,000,000 a year who are directly or indi- 
rectly appointed by the President. Before 
Cleveland’s election he had made professions 
of toyalty tothe civil service reform cause 
which satisfied Swift and his associates, who 
looked on that as the great issue of the com- 
ing contest. The tariff was not then a burn- 
ing question. The war controversies they 
believed were over. So, when they saw 
Cleveland in his letter accepting the nonti- 
nation for Governor of New York, in his 
message as Governor, and in his letter ac- 
cepting the Presidential nomination, saying 
“the selection and retenuon of subordi- 
nates in Government employment should de- 
pend upon their ascertained fitness, and the 
value of their work.“ they rallied to his sup- 
port and elected him. 

Gen. Swift tells the Union League Club what 
he now sees. He sees that since March 4, 
1885, 100,000 Republicans have been removed 
from the Government service and replaced 
by a8 many Democrats. He sees all the Fed- 
eral offices in his own State distributed as 
partisan spoils to the victors.“ He sees 
that the Democratic appointees are not the 
best or even average members of their party, 
but that they are often. persons who have 
been convicted or indicted for every offense 
known to the criminal code—and he names 
them. . He sees the railway mail and other 
services disorganized by the removal of mea 
merely because they were Union Republicans 
and replaced by others merely because they 
were disunion Democrats. He sees the Presi- 
dent sustaining contracts by which a man, ex- 
pecting to be Cotigressman, sells to another 
the right to control all the offices in a given 
territory. He sees the odious system of assess- 
ing Government employés not only contin- 
ued but openly sanctioned by Cleveland. He 
seés that, whatever the President may have 
intended at the outset, he has allowed him- 
self to become the pliant tool of 
men, and has, obedient to their dictation, 
swept out faithful public servants to make 
room for ward politicians and barroom 
loafers.

THE BUSINESS SITUATION. 

It i a great gain to the farmers of the 
West that wheat has risen to the present 
Comparatively high prices, but it is a bad 
thing from any point of view that the ad- 
vance has been accompanied by such a cruel 
constriction of trade as was witnessed during 
the corner of last week. A desperate ma- 
nipulation on the buli side of the market is 
no more to be deprecated or deplored than on 
the other side; but the fact that such a sud- 
den advance can be engineered is astrong ar- 
gument against the ciaim of the speculators 
that their operations serve to steady the 
price-list and affora producers the assurance 
that they can always find a market for their 
grain. In times past there have been 
downward plunges just as sudden 
and disastrous as was the rise of 
Saturday, and many a million dollars can be 
couated up in this city that has been made by 


those disasters. Some of tne winners of 


those riches were among the leading sufferers 
by the September corner. Viewed simply as a 
matter of speculation, it is fair play, but none 
the less harmful is it in its effects on com- 
merce in general. But rarely ddes a revolu- 
tion come without a paroxysm of some sort, 
and a revolution has certainly come in the 
grain trade. The contrast between the situ- 
ation now and a year ago is wide enouch to 
satisfy the most exacting person. We are 
again in aperiod of advancing prices. Not 
that the same influences have raised wheat 
that have placed the higher quotation on 
other articles—for the changes in the 
distribution of sunshine and rain have 
done the work there—but it so hap- 
pens that these changes are coin- 
cident with important events in other 
markets. Thus many leading commodities 
have advanced at thé same time. Coffee, 
sugar, copper, tin, iron, coal, land, securities, 
and many other stapies of trade have moved 
upward in the last few months. Men of 
sanguine temperaments are now the ones 
that succeed, and the class who see only the 
shadow side of every object are losing the 
winnings of years. . 

Nothing unfavorable in the ordinary course 
of affairs availe against the tide. In the 
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branch of the market. 

The supply of current money is sufficien 
for a great trade. The statement of the New 
York associated banks shows a decrease of 
over $1,000,000 in circulation, but the release 
of large sums from the United States Treas- 
ury and the constant increase in silver cer- 
tificates more than make up for the retire- 
ment of National bank notes.

That a uniform classification of freight 
will be brought about before long can hardly 
be doubted, but whether the work of read- 
justment will be left to the railroad mana 
gers is notso clear. An amendment to the 
Inter-State act requiring the commission to 
prescribe freight classifications and make 
them uniform has already passed the House, 
and while Judge Cooley thinks it will be de- 
feated in the Senate a continuation of the 
abuses and perversions now being perpe- 
trated will certainly compei action by Con- 
gress. 

Required by the Inter-State act to cease 
charging more for shorter than for longer 
hauis and stop the payment of rebates to 
favored shippers the railroad traffic man- 


agers have artfully readjusted tneir freight 


classifications to evade and nulhfy the law. 
Discrimination between persons and places 
can be accomplished quite as effectively by 
differences in the classification of freight as 
by differences in tariff rates. To put the car- 
load lot shipments of big dealers in special 
classifications entitled to a low charge while 
smaller quantities are kept in another and 
burdened with a much higher charge in pro- 
portion to weight or quantity and irre- 
spective of any difference in the Cost of the 
service is discrimination as odious and inde- 
fensible as though the shipments were kept 
in the same class and charged grossly dispro- 
portionate rates. 

Ten years ago the Hastern trunk lines 
gave car-load rates on only thirty articles, 
but the number had increased to about 150 at 
the time the Inter-State act was adopted. In 
revising tariffs after the adoption of that act 
the number of articles entitled to car-load 
rates was suddenly increased to over 900. It 
has been proved that the extraordinary 
changes of classification made after the In- 
ter-State act went into effect were devised 
„% to make up as far as possible to certain 
Western lines and connections the loss of 
former exorbitant local rates—a sort of ex- 
tortion from the citizens of small and remote 
Western communities against which the In- 
ter-State act was specially directed.” An- 
other purpose sought was to “make up to 
large shippers the loss sustained by the cut- 
ting off of the rebates and drawbacks for- 
merly secretly allowed them.”

There can be found nowhere else in the 
Union three cities dominating two States 
which are so closely allied or whose inhabit- 
ants intermingle to so great an extent. Of 
the mass of people who work in New York 
during the day in highly protected vocations 
tens of thousand have homes in Brooklyn, 
New Jersey, and New Haven—the four 
Democratic strongholds which dominate 
three States and give the Democrats their 
foothold in the North.

The sweeping award in favor of Stevenson 
Burke and others and against the plaintiffs 
in the Hocking Valley Railroad case shows 
how a bonded debt of $8,000,000, representing 
no equivalent, was fastened on the corpora- 
tion by cunning manipulators, and the de- 
frauded stockholders are now precluded from 
any relief at law. The arbitrators make no 
attempt to deny the sharp practice perpe- 
trated by the defendants, but, admitting that 
they possessed themselves of the stock of 
the Hocking Valley Company without ex- 
pending a dollar of their own money, the 
arbitrators conclude that the fraud is now 


: beyond remedy. In 1885 William Greene, 


then President of the Columbus & Hocking 
Valley, the Columbus & Toledo, and the Ohio 
& West Virginia Railroads, codperated with 
Stevenson Burke to organize a rival line from 
Columbus to the Hocking Valley so as to 
force the stockholders of the three roads to 
put their holdings into a pool, with Burke & 
Co. as trustees holding the stock, to secure a 
loan of $6,000,000 made by them to the con- 
solidation.“ Mortgages were then given and 
bonds and stock issued in the usual fashion. 

Burke & Co., being in control and manipu- 
lating the stock, first repaid their own loan 
from the sale of bonds and then, as trustees 
and directors, bought from themselves as in- 
dividuais the Hocking Coal & Railroad Com- 
pany, a practically valueless property, and 
also the stock of a coal company then mort- 
gaged up to or beyond its actual value. Sell- 
ing to and buying from themselves but pay- 
ing with other people’s bonds and stocks, 
Burke & Co. became possessed of the stock 
of the Hocking Valley Company without the 
expenditure of a dollar. This stock, thus ob- 
tained by sharp practice, was unloaded on 
the public, which, of course, was swindled, 
and the road was left with an indebtedness 
of $8,000,000 and nothing to show for it. 

Following the antiquated dogma that a 
corporation is an artificial person for whose 
acts itis itself solely responsible and af- 
firming that the act of the trustees was the 
act of the corporation when, in fact, it was 
not, the arbitrators find that there is no rem- 
edy for the monstrous fraud! . Sooner or 
later this vile and mischievous doctrine must 
be repudiated and forced to give way to the 
equitable and just rule laid down by Judge 
Tuley of this city in the Crawford case a 
few months ago. As Judge Tuley well said: 
Trustees or wréckers must be held person- 
ally accountable for corporate assets which 
get into their nands and for all profits made 
by their manipulation of corporate prop- 
erty.” The Tuley doctrine is that which 
must be made the law inthe near future, 
and such absurd decisions as that of the ar- 
bitrators must not be tolerated. 


Done the eight months ending with 
August there came to the United States nearly 
400,000 immigrants (892,987), or about 30,000 more 
than in the first eight months of last year.

FALL RIVER'S WRECKED BANK. 


Startling Irregularities Disclosed and the 
Union Savings Must Suspend. 
Boston, Mass., Sept. 30,—|Special. |—Late 
investigations place the Fall River Bank 
troubles in a more serious light. The loss 


now, it seems, will fall almost wholly on the 


Union Savings Bank. How serious this will 
be Commissioner Chapin says it is simply im- 
possible to tell now. Treasurer Chapin has 
resigned and Mr. Byrrell of the National 
Bank has been installed in his place. R- 
Cashier Chepin was not at the bank last 
night assisting in the investigation, as he 
bas been since the irregularities were dis- 
covered. The excitement of the disclosures 
of the last three days was too much 
for him, and he was at home, over- 
come by the cloud of misfortune which 
has come upon him at the close of his long 
business career. He had been Treasurer of 
the savings bank since its organization in 
1869. He enjoyed the full confidence of his 
directors, who permitted him to do as he 
pleased. This confidence appeared to have 
been reciprocal on his part, and he allowed 
his directors to overdraw their accounts. 

This discovery was not made till late last 
night, and then it was found that Cashier 

in had not made known the entire ex- 
tent of the irregularities. One business firm 
which had close relations with the bank was 
found to have overdrawn its account to the 
amount of over $20,000, and other firms and 
individuals have also overdrawn largely, al- 
though not to so great an amount in each case. 
The exact amount of these overdrafts does 
not appear to be known to Mr. Cnapin him- 
self, and they can only be ascertained by a 
careful examinatior of the books. The ex- 
tent of the loss to the savings bank cannot 
be accurately stated, because it is impossible 
as yet to estimate the amount of shor or 
the value of in securities and the liabil- 
ity of the parties who have overdrawn. 
Cashier Burrell was 3 to give ali the 
information that he was at liberty to disclose 
in the present situation of affairs, but that 
was not much. He said the loss, whatever 
it would amount to, would fali wholly on 
the savings bank. He could not say just 
how much the loss would be, as the examina- 
tion was not near completed, but it would 
make a pretty big hole in the funds of the 
savings bank, much higher, in fact, than he 
had anticipated. He said that no money had 
been stolen, but it had been paid out in an in- 
dulgent fashion, and the bank had nothing to 
show for it. He added: 

„% The finances of the bank are in such con- 
dition that a temporary injunction wili be 
placed on it next Monday morning, and then 
steps will be taken to ascertain whether it 
can continue to do business or not.“ 

Mr. Burrell admitted that several accounts 
had been overdrawn, and that one concern 
had overdrawn over $20,000. He asserted 
that the National bank was able to meet 
every dollar of its liabilities, and that the 
entire loss would fall on the savings bank. 
Commissioner Chapin will resume his work 
tomorrow. 

The closing of the savings bank has 
caused some uneasiness among depositors, 
but nothing like a panic is feared. Some of 
the trustees seem confident that no ultimate 
loss will result. Still, they did not wish to 
make any positive statement till they know 
ail the particulars. Cashier Burrell did not 
think that the irregular methods practiced 
by the ex-Treasurer came under the head of 
criminal acts. The directors have been criti- 
Cised because they did not know what was
